Students set 
to protest 
budget cuts

The government’s cuts to 
education in last week’s 
budget have spurred stu¬ 
dents across the province to 
take action. 

“What we saw (in the 
budget) was just unbelievable. 
People were just gobsmacked. 
We had no idea something 
this terrible was going to 
happen,” said Brent Kelly, an 
undergraduate student at the 
University of Alberta. 

Kelly is a spokesperson 
for the Coalition for Action

on Postsecondary Education, 
which was formed by univer¬ 
sity students in response to 
the budget cuts. 

The coalition has an event 
planned for Friday that in¬ 
cludes a discussion, a march 
from the university to the 
legislature and a rally. 

“This is only the begin¬ 
ning,” Kelly said. 

Kelly said the students 
will host “rallies, protests 
and association meetings 
every Friday for a month, for 
two months, for half a year” 


until the public is mobilized 
and the group’s message is 
heard. 

Meanwhile, high school 
students from across the 
province launched a coali¬ 
tion called #EdStalce on Mon¬ 
day that aims to give youth a 
voice in their education. 

The group is calling on 
students to organize local 
events on March 21 and will 
hold a tweet-in on April 1. 

“The main reason why 
we’re doing #EdStalce is be¬ 
cause we have absolutely 
zero control over the policies 
that are made and the chan¬ 
ges that occur in our own 
system,” said Kuba Ilczenlco, 
a Grade 11 student at McNal¬ 
ly High School. 

“In a sense #EdStalce is 
a protest, but it’s not just a 
protest ... it’s a movement,” 
he said.

Open-custody 
group home 
closing 

An open-custody group 
home in Edmonton that 
has been running for 
nearly three decades is 
scheduled to shut its doors 
at the end of the month. 

Elpida Youth has 12 
beds for young offenders 
and is the only open- 
custody home in northern 
Alberta that houses girls. 

The closure means 
the home’s girls will be 
moved to Calgaiy while 
the department looks at 
other housing options in 
Edmonton. 

Elpida’s male residents 
will be moved to other 
open-custody facilities in 
Edmonton, Alberta Justice 
spokesperson Jason Mal¬ 
oney said. 

The facility is closing be¬ 
cause of under-utilization, 
said Maloney. 

Youth worker Mark 
Cherrington said he was 
“dumbfounded” by the 
closure. 

“In my opinion it has 
a significant impact on 
community safety and, just 
as importantly, it really 
impacts our female young- 
offender population,” he 
said. 

The centre has eight 
staff members and is oper¬ 
ated by Catholic Social 
Services. 

“Elpida is a Greek 
word meaning ‘hope,’ so 
hope for youth,” said Marc 
Baiylo, spokesperson for 
Catholic Social Services. 

Baiylo said the govern¬ 
ment has been supportive 
of the program over the 
years. 

“There was no indica¬ 
tion that this program 
would close, so it’s a bit of 
a surprise,” he said.

Leduc promises to fight annexation

Leduc County is firing back 
at Edmonton’s annexation 
proposal, saying it appears to 
be a plan to curtail growth in 
the region. 

County Mayor John Whaley 
released an open letter on the 
issue Tuesday, which will go to 
all county residents. 

In it, the mayor says the 
county has not seen proof Ed¬ 
monton needs the land. 

“It appears the City of 
Edmonton wants to curtail 
growth in the region unless 
it occurs within its limits,” he 


said. 

Whaley says the county has 
plans for file annexation area. 

“Between Leduc County and 
the private sector, millions of 
dollars have been invested in 
planning, engineering and de¬ 
veloping infrastructure,” reads 
the letter. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel was 
unavailable Tuesday afternoon, 
but when he announced the an¬ 
nexation he said the city would 
be sensitive to the county’s con¬ 
cerns. 

“We need to understand 


their challenges and their prob¬ 
lems and make sure we are 
thoughtful in the process,” he 
said. 

Whaley says the county was 
talking with Edmonton about a 
collaborative development pro¬ 
cess when the city announced 
the annexation. 

“Unfortunately, participa¬ 
tion in this collaborative pro¬ 
cess has simply delayed Leduc 
County’s growth planning, 
while (Edmonton) prepared its 
ambitious annexation bid,” said

A curtain of water could rise 
over the North Saskatchewan 
as councillors took another 
step toward turning the taps 
of the Great Divide Waterfall 
back on.

back on. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
the waterfall is important to 
Edmontonians and the de¬ 
sign has been copied in other 
parts of the world.

The water for the display 
comes from city sources and 
the current project would only 
dechlorinate the water before 
sending it into the river. 

Councillors will receive a 
report in April on the possi¬ 
bility of using river water.

It may be the Edmonton Pub¬ 
lic Libraiy’s 100th birthday, 
but city residents are the ones 
getting a gift. 

All libraiy-card registra¬ 
tions and renewals will be 
free from March 13, 2013, 
until March 13, 2014. 

“This is our gift back to 
the City of Edmonton,” El¬ 
len Calabrese-Amrhein, EPL 
board chair, said after an an¬ 
nouncement Tuesday at city 
hall.

Art Gallery of Alberta funding under scrutiny 



The city is taking a close look 
at the Art Gallery of Alberta 
in a move that could lead to 
fewer hours and exhibitions 
next year.

she said. 

The gallery’s current fund¬ 
ing model has it aiming for 
50 per cent government bind¬ 
ing and 50 per cent self-gen¬ 
erated revenue. 

Karen Leibovici said 
compared to other facilities, 
that’s a high amount of gov¬ 
ernment funding. 

“I am not sure their stated 
goal of a 50-50 split is realis¬ 
tic.”

China. River runs red 
with plague of dead pigs 


The number of dead pigs found 
floating in a river flowing into 
Shanghai has reached nearly 
6 , 000 . 

The Shanghai municipal 
government said in an online 
announcement that 5,916 car¬ 
casses had been retrieved from 
Huangpu River by Tuesday 
afternoon but added that muni¬ 
cipal water remains safe. 

The surge in the dumping 
of dead pigs — believed to be 
from pig farms in the upstream 
Jiaxing area in the neighbour¬ 
ing Zhejiang province — has 
followed police campaigns to 


curb the illicit trade of pork 
products from diseased pigs. 

Shanghai authorities said 
the city has taken proper meas¬ 
ures to safely dispose of the pig 
carcasses and that the city’s 
water plants are stepping up 
efforts to disinfect public water 
and testing for six common 
swine viruses. 

The state-run China News 
agency said Monday that Zhe¬ 
jiang province had reported 
no swine epidemic but that a 
provincial agriculture official 
blamed cold weather for the 
deaths, the associated press

Black smoke poured from the 
Sistine Chapel chimney on 
Tuesday, signalling that cardin¬ 
als had failed on their first vote 
of the papal conclave to choose 
a new leader for the world’s 
1.2 billion Catholics and their 
troubled church. 

Surrounded by Michel¬ 
angelo’s imposing frescoes de¬ 
picting the beginning and end 
of the world, cardinals locked 
themselves into the chapel fol¬ 
lowing a final appeal for unity 
to heal the divisions that have 
been exposed by Pope Benedict 
XVI’s shocking resignation and 
revelations of corruption and 
mismanagement in the Vati¬ 
can bureaucracy. 

Led by prelates holding a 
crucifix and candles, the 115 
scarlet-robed cardinals chant¬ 
ed the Litany of Saints, the 


hypnotic Gregorian chant im¬ 
ploring the intercession of the 
saints to guide their voting, 
before the master of liturgical 
ceremonies intoned “extra om- 
nes,” or “all out,” and closed 
the heavy wooden doors. 


Outside, thousands of 
people braved cold night rain 
and packed St. Peter’s Square, 
eyes fixed on the narrow chim¬ 
ney poking out of the Sistine 
Chapel roof. They were an¬ 
swered some three hours after 


the conclave began when thick 
black smoke billowed out of 
the chimney, signalling that 
no pope had been elected. 

The cardinals resume vot¬ 
ing Wednesday morning.

A study out of the University 
of B.C. suggests babies may 
have a mean streak. 

A professor found infants 
as young as nine months 
favour those who bring harm 
to people who are different 
than themselves.

Lin’s father 
breaks down 
at hearing 



Luka Magnotta inquiry. 

Daran Lin had to leave 
courtroom during one 
witness’s testimony 


A father left a courtroom in 
tears after hearing evidence 
at the preliminaiy inquiiy 
of Luka Magnotta, who is ac¬ 
cused of killing and dismem¬ 
bering his son. 

The preliminaiy hearing 
for Magnotta has begun with 
testimony from police wit¬ 
nesses. He is charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
slaying of Jun Lin. 

As a second police witness 
took the stand, Daran Lin was 
overcome with emotion and 
left the courtroom trembling 
and in tears, assisted by his 


translator as he left the room. 

The hearing is subject to 
a publication ban on the evi¬ 
dence being presented. How¬ 
ever, members of the public 
and media are allowed to wit¬ 
ness it. A unique defence at¬ 
tempt to have the courtroom 
closed was rejected Tuesday. 

The first witness to take 
the stand at the preliminaiy 
hearing was the lead inves¬ 
tigator in the case. Michel 
Bourque is a Montreal police 
major-crimes investigator. 

Later a crime-scene techni¬ 
cian took the stand. During 
a difficult bit of testimony, 
Lin’s father left the room. 

Earlier Tuesday, the judge 
presiding over the hearing 
ruled that the public and 
media would be allowed to 
attend the legal proceedings.

It all started in 1977, when 
Linda Kawamoto, now Linda 
Reid, found a story written by a 
woman with the same name as 
her grandmother. 

The stoiy, which won first 
place in a historical-writing 
contest, chronicled a young 
Japanese woman’s journey of 
coming to Canada from Japan 
in 1907 as a “picture bride” 

“When I saw this stoiy, 
I thought ‘Could this be my 
grandmother?”’ said Reid in a 
telephone interview from her 
office at the Nikkei Nation Mu¬ 
seum in Burnaby, B.C. 

A curious Reid did some in¬ 
vestigating and discovered that 
the stoiy was indeed written by 
her grandmother, Koto Kawa¬ 
moto. 

“I thought, ‘Wow, this is 
really cool. Here she is talking 
about all the things that she 
would have never told me,”’ 
explained Reid, who was veiy 
close to her grandmother. 


Eager to learn more about 
her family histoiy, Reid began 
the task of tracing her family’s 
roots, starting in 1902 when 
her young grandfather, Sansu- 
lce Kawamoto, travelled across 
the ocean from Meiji, Japan, to 
Victoria, B.C., in the hopes of 
finding a more prosperous life 
in Canada. 

For five years the young 
man worked hard, tilling land 
in B.C.’s Fraser Valley. 

When he earned enough to 
buy his own land, Reid’s grand¬ 
father built a little home and 
began cultivating farmland on 
his property to make a living. 

After his new picture bride 

— he selected her through 
a photo shown to him by a 
matchmaker — arrived in 
1907, she joined in on the 
long hours of work. The young 
couple established a good life 
for themselves in Canada. 

During the Second World 
War, like most Japanese people 
in B.C., Reid’s grandparents 
were placed in Japanese intern¬ 
ment camps. Eveiything they’d 
worked so hard for was lost 

— their 10 acres of land, their 
home and all of their belong¬ 
ings were taken and auctioned 
off by the B.C. Security Com¬ 
mission. 

“It was a really painful time 
for Japanese people in Can¬ 
adian histoiy,” Reid explained, 
adding many people to this day 
still don’t like to talk about it. 


“Thankfully my dad has 
always been very good about 
talking about it.” 

For Reid, learning about 
her grandparents’ journey has 
created a whole new journey 
for herself. “It was my grand¬ 
mother’s stoiy that really 
peaked my curiosity,” Reid ex¬ 
plained. “I started reading a lot 
of books and doing research 
like that. I didn’t get into ge¬ 
nealogy until the 1980s.” 

The research archivist has 
taken trips back to her grand¬ 
parents’ homeland, in search 
of learning more. She is also a 
longtime member of Ancestry, 
ca, where she has found docu¬ 
ments and information that 
has helped in her research. 

Reid’s interest and curios¬ 
ity in genealogy and family 
research has not only helped 
her find her roots, it has also 
been key in assisting others in 
their search to learn about their 
family’s histories. 

“It’s like a passion for me,” 
she said. “It’s taken me into a 
number of wild directions.”

Records do exist for re¬ 
searching African-Canadian 
genealogy. 

From 1793 until the end 
of the American Civil War 
in 1895, more than 30,000 
slaves came to Canada via 
the Underground Railroad. 


Other migrations occurred 
during the War of 1812, 
from California to Vancouver 
Island from 1858 to 1860, as 
well as between 1909 and 
1911, when more than 1,500 
farmers moved to Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

Libraiy and Archives 
Canada offers various sources. 
Among them are The Muster 
Book of Free Blacks (who were 
among loyalist refugees when 


they settled in Nova Scotia) 
and the Book of Negroes (con¬ 
tains names of black loyalists, 
their origins, names of their 
white associates, ships that 
carried them and more). 

Meanwhile, other docu¬ 
ments include a list of black 
chaplains enlisted in the 
Canadian army (1942 to 
1944), and the Canadian

So you want to learn about 
your family histoiy, but you 
don’t know where 
to begin. 


Lesley Anderson, content 
specialist and spokesperson 
for Ancestry.ca, has some tips 
on how you can begin your 
genealogy journey. 

“I always tell people to 
start with what they know 
and then go backwards,” she 
said in a telephone interview 
from her Ottawa office. “Start 
asking family members to 
fill in the blanks. They might 
have old birth certificates, 
pictures, bibles or stories.

Search 

Search Ancestiy.ca’s data¬ 
bases for your family rec¬ 
ords. This service is offered 
to paying members, giving 
them access to billions of ori¬ 
ginal documents that have 
been digitized and indexed. 
This means that you can 
search the records database 
by a person’s name, location 
or an approximate date, and 
all of the documents Ances¬ 
try.ca has with that person’s 
name on it (censuses, pas¬ 
senger lists, birth, death and 
marriage certificates) will 
pop up at your fingertips. 

Don’t stop 

Never stop searching. Once 
you’ve started researching 
your family’s history, keep 
going. With new documents 
being added to the Ancestry, 
ca databases regularly, you 
will never run out of things 
to sift through.

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Analyst says iPhone will take 
a tumble — BlackBerry-style

‘When handset makers 
fallout of favour, they 
fall faster/further than 
expected,’ observer says 


Jefferies analyst Peter Miselc 
has likened Apple Inc/s iPhone 
to the BlackBeny and Razr, de¬ 
vices that ascended, tumbled 
and are now struggling to re¬ 
bound. 

“Historically when hand¬ 
set makers fall out of favour, 
they fall faster/further than ex¬ 
pected,” he said in a note to in¬ 
vestors Tuesday that evoked the 
comparison to Motorola, HTC 
and Waterloo’s BlackBerry, 
whose new Z10 phone starts 
U.S. pre-orders today. 

Miselc sees a 25 per cent 
chance Apple will miss its 
guidance when it reports first- 
quarter earnings due to slow¬ 
ing sales in late March follow¬ 
ing Samsung Group’s release 
of its latest Galaxy phone on 
Thursday. 


He added that checks with 
suppliers show casing colour 
problems for the anticipated 
iPhone 5S will push out its 
launch to between July and 
September. 

Miselc, who had a $900 US 
price target on Apple shares in 
August, slashed his forecast to 
$420 from $500, projecting the 


stock will trade below its cur¬ 
rent level. 

He pared his revenue fore¬ 
cast and his outlook for iPhone 
sales, predicting moderate 
growth and warning of fur¬ 
ther cuts to his targets if new 
versions of the iPhone “fail to 
restimulate” sales in developed 
markets. 


The iPhone has been jockey¬ 
ing with the Samsung Galaxy 
S line for market leadership, 
with Apple recapturing the 
title in the latest quarter. But 
Apple shares have fallen hard 
since hitting their all-time high 
in September at $705.07 on de¬ 
celerating iPhone 5 sales.

Washington. Menu-labelling 
law gets Extremely thorny’ 


Diners in the U.S. will have to 
wait a little longer to find cal¬ 
orie counts on most restaurant 
chain menus, in supermarkets 
and on vending machines. 

Writing a new menu-label- 
ling law “has gotten extremely 
thorny,” says the head of the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, as the agency tries to fig¬ 
ure out who should be covered 
by it. 

The 2010 health-care law 
charged the FDA with requir¬ 
ing chain restaurants and other 
establishments that serve food 


to put calorie counts on menus 
and in vending machines. The 
agency issued a proposed rule 
in 2011, but the final rules 
have since been delayed as 
some of those non-restaurant 
establishments have lobbied 
hard to be exempt. 

While the restaurant indus¬ 
try has signed on to the idea and 
helped to write the new regu¬ 
lations, supermarkets, con¬ 
venience stores and other re¬ 
tailers that sell prepared food 
say they want no part of it.

Why are musicians still recording albums? 

Doesn’t it seem that the very notion is almost a 
complete anachronism?

This weekend a cast of Holly¬ 
wood A-listers are going to try 
and do something magical. 
Literally. 

In The Incredible Burt 
Wonderstone, Steve Carell 
and Steve Buscemi play 
down-and-out Las Vegas ma¬ 
gicians, up-staged by hotshot 
Steve Gray (Jim Carrey). Add¬ 
ing more star power is Alan 
Arkin as a retired magician 
who still has a card or two up 
his sleeve. 

With an advertising 
tagline like Abracatastic! you 
can expect lots of illusions, 
but Burt Wonderstone isn’t 
the first movie magician to 
pull a rabbit out of his hat on 
screen. 

In Death Defying Acts Guy 
Pearce plays the best-known 
magician of all time — Harry 
Houdini. Set in 1926,13 years 
after his mother’s death, the 
movie introduces him to 
a Scottish psychic and her 
daughter, played by Cather¬ 
ine Zeta-Jones and Saoirse 
Ronan, who try and con him 
into believing they can con¬ 
tact Mrs. Houdini from be¬ 
yond the grave. 

Houdini has been played 
by eveiyone from author Nor¬ 
man Mailer and Harvey Kei¬ 


tel to Tony Curtis and Emile 
Hirsch, but it’s also possible 
to catch a glimpse of the 
real deal. The prestidigitator 
began filming his magic act 
as early as 1906 and went on 
to star in a series of films with 
titles like The Master Mysteiy 
and Terror Island, all of which 
are available on the DVD set 
Houdini: The Movie Star. 

Taking their lead from 
Houdini, Penn and Teller 
starred in Penn & Teller Get 
Killed, a 1989 black comedy 
featuring a classic sequence 
of Teller catching pigeons in 
the park with his bare hands. 

Audiences could pick one 
of two magic movies from the 
deck in 2006. 

First, The Prestige saw 
Christian Bale and Hugh Jack- 
man abracadabra their way 
through this Christopher 
Nolan-directed film about 
tragic results of a rivaliy be¬ 
tween two 19th centuiy stage 
magicians. Fans of the movie 
will notice the main charac¬ 
ters’ initials spell ABRA — Al¬ 
fred Borden Robert Angier — 
short for Abracadabra! 

Released the same year, 
The Illusionist starred Ed¬ 
ward Norton as a magician 
who uses his magical skills 
to win the love of Duchess 
Sophie (Jessica Biel). Norton’s 
character is loosely based on 
Erik Jan Hanussen, a magi¬ 
cian and clairvoyant who was 
killed by Nazis in 1933 after 
a long and successful sage ca¬ 
reer. 

The Mad Magician isn’t 
notable just because it starred 
Vincent Price as the murder¬ 
ous Gallico the Great. It’s 
best remembered as the first 
movie to be shown in 3D on 
television.

Are civilians ready for 
space? Should a trip there 
be on everyone’s bucket 
list? 

With some of the technol¬ 
ogy that’s being developed, 
you can launch off the 
ground, go up high enough 
so you just get to the legal 
definition of space, about 


a 100 kilometres up or so. 
And then come back down 
again. Pretty amazing voy¬ 
age. Are civilians ready for 
space? Well I’m a civilian. 
Most of the people that fly 
in space are civilians. I think 
the real question is, are 
untrained passengers ready 
for spaceflight, and should it 
be on everyone’s bucket list? 
Well of course! It’s just such 
a cool thing. Number one to 
be weightless, to be able to 
just tumble, even only for 
a few minutes to be able to 
do that is a completely rare 
experience. But to be able 
to see the world from this 
altitude, to be able to look 
down and see the curvature 
of the earth, and the thin 
atmosphere and the beauty 
of it and the colours of it. 

If you were writing a 
TripAdvisor review of the 


International Space Station 
what would it say? 

So if I was writing a Trip- 
Advisor for the Space Station, 
what would I say? Unique 
destination. Travel there is 
difficult but worth the ride. 
Accommodation and food 
are spartan, functional but 
healthy and overall accept¬ 
able. Recreational activities 
are limited. But the view out 
the window is out of this 
world. 

Which places have intrigued 
you enough to want to visit 
once you return to Earth — 
and why? 

Deserts are some of the 
most beautiful things you 
see because the colours 
are so widespread and the 
sand and the rock forms 
into such — they’re natural 
shapes, but they look so 
artistic and beautiful. And

Avenida Quinta (Fifth Av¬ 
enue) is the main pedestrian 
strip, where you can get 
your shop on any time of the 
day or night.

The only Mayan city built 
on a coastline, the Tulum 
pre-hispanic ruins are ringed 
by a limestone wall seven 
metres thick, with the prom¬ 
inent castle sitting at the top 
of the limestone bluffs. This 
is a very popular tourist site, 
so try to get there as close 
to opening time as possible 
(8 a.m.) to avoid the throngs 
and take advantage of the 
best sunlight of the day for 
your photos. 

Scuba & snorkel 

It was scuba diving that 
helped put Playa del Carmen 
on the map. It was just a 
sleepy little fishing town 
until a feriy service began 
from there to the island of 
Cozumel, one of the best 
places to dive in the world.

The Great Mesoamerican 
Reef, which stretches 725 
kilometres from Cancun 
south to the Bay Islands of 
Honduras, is the world’s 
second largest reef. It marks 
the spot for surveying 150 
varieties of reef fish and 100 
species of coral. Freshwater 
sinkholes, called cenotes, 
make for a fun afternoon of 
crystal-clear diving or snor¬ 
kelling in and around caves 
where the visibility can 
reach up to 125 metres year- 
round. 

Sian Ka’an 
biosphere reserve

Site is the largest protected 
area in the Mexican Carib¬ 
bean and includes the 23 
archeological sites of the 
Maya civilization. Promot¬ 
ing ecosystem conserva¬ 
tion and the sustainability 
of natural resources, the 
Centro Ecologico cham¬ 
pions low-impact tourist 
activities, while educating 
visitors about the region 
at the same time. Pastimes 
include flyfishing, kayak¬ 
ing, “ponga” boat tours and 
more, and you can even stay 
at the centre in deluxe, eco- 
friendly cabins.

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Bake like the Irish with Soda Bread 


Drink of the Week 


Irish Coffee 


This classic Irish quick bread 
— no rising time needed — 
lends itself to numerous cre¬ 
ative variations. Traditional 
recipes often call for nothing 
but flour, salt, baking soda and 
buttermilk or yogurt. 

Currants are a common 
addition, but that’s just the 
start. Any number of seeds, 
nuts, chopped dried fruit and 
even chocolate can be added. 

For this take on Soda Bread, 
start with a rich take on the 
classic recipe, studding it with 
currants and caraway seeds. 
Then swap those out to make 
an oatmeal-iye version with 
walnuts and fresh thyme and 
chives. And for a sweet finish, 
create a chocolate variation, 
adding a generous half a cup of 
cocoa powder, dried cherries 
and dark chocolate. 

Soda Bread 

1. Heat the oven to 400 F. Coat 
a loaf pan or a 9-by-9-inch bak¬ 
ing pan with cooking spray. 

2. In a large bowl, whisk 
together the flour, sugar, salt, 
baking soda and caraway 
seeds. While stirring, mix in 
the melted butter until small 


lumps form and the butter has 
been evenly distributed. Gent¬ 
ly stir in the currants. 

3. In a small bowl, whisk 
together the egg and butter¬ 
milk. All at once, pour the 
egg-buttermilk mixture into 
the flour mixture. Stir gently 
but thoroughly, just until the 
flour mixture is moistened. Do 
not over-mix the dough or the 
bread will be tough. 

4. Scoop the dough into the 
prepared pan and bake for 
30 to 40 minutes, or until a 
wooden skewer or cake tester 
inserted at the centre comes 
out clean. Allow to cool in the 
pan for 5 to 10 minutes before 
turning out onto a wire rack. 
Serve warm with butter or 
jam. 

Oatmeal-Rye Soda Bread 
with Herbs and Walnuts 

1. Follow the recipe above, 
but instead of white pastiy 
flour substitute 2 1/2 cups 
whole-wheat pastry flour, 1 
cup oatmeal and 1 cup lye 
flour. Omit the caraway seeds. 
In place of the currants, stir 
in 3 tablespoons chopped

• l tsp salt 

• l tsp baking soda 

• l tsp caraway seeds

Double Chocolate Cherry 
Soda Bread 

1. Follow the main recipe, 
but sift 1/2 cup cocoa powder 
into the dry ingredients in the 
first step. Also, increase the 
sugar to 2/3 cup and omit the 
caraway seeds. In place of the 
currants, stir in 1 cup chopped 
dried cherries and 1 cup 
chopped dark chocolate. Bake 
as directed, the associated press

The original Toyota RAV4 
that helped usher in the com¬ 
pact-utility segment back in 
1996 was a major design and 
marketing breakthrough. 
Vehicles such as the Honda 
CR-V, Ford Escape and others 
eventually followed, with all 
offering an economical and af¬ 
fordable way to deal with just 
about any type of inclemency 
that Ma Nature might have 
tossed our way. 

The latest RAV4 is no less 
capable, but over the years has 


evolved into an elegant, so¬ 
phisticated and highly detailed 
wagon. 

Most of the cabin has been 
completely restyled and is 
awash with “soft-touch” materi¬ 
als and silver trim bits, which is 
pretty standard for this class 
now. 

If you’re planning to add the 
third-row seat option to your 
RAV4, be advised that Toyota 
has discontinued that feature 
due to an apparent lack of in¬ 
terest. 

The AWD option is updated 
with Auto, Lock and Sport 
modes to suit specific traction 
and driving situations. Lock 
keeps half the power going 
to the back wheels as long as 
you’re driving slower than 40 
km/h. Sport mode allows wider 
transfer of torque between the 
front and rear wheels (as much 
as half to the rear) than the 
Auto mode. 

The base RAV4 LE comes 
with 17-inch steel wheels, 
which probably helps keep 
the starting price close to the 
$25,000 mark, including air 


conditioning, reclining second- 
row seat plus most of the basic 
power features. 

The XLE adds a moonroof, 
dual-zone climate control, pre¬ 
mium bucket seats and fancier 
17-inch alloy wheels, while the 
Limited loads up with power- 
adjustable and heated front 
seats, power liftgate and 18- 
inch wheels. The XLE and AWD 
Limited are also the portals to 
a variety of premium-level op¬ 


tions, including voice-activated 
navigation and Bluetooth wire¬ 
less networking.

Common Issues 


Check for proper operation 
of the air conditioning 
system. Some owners have 
reported issues with the 
AC, possibly accompanied 
by excessive noise when 
the system is turned on. 

Be sure to determine 
where the timing belt lies 
within its service life on 
the Forester you’re con¬ 
sidering. If a replacement 
is due, it could cost up to 
$1,000. If you neglect said 
replacement, it could cost 
you an engine. 

Feel for any tugging or 
pulling through the steer¬ 
ing wheel while on a flat 
road. If any is present, the 
model you’re considering 
may need an alignment. 

Signs of turbocharger 
trouble on a Forester XT 
may include smoke from 
the exhaust at startup or 
after a drive. Be sure the 
turbocharged Forester 
you’re considering hasn’t

been pre-warmed ahead of 
your test drive to conceal 
a smoke issue. Note that 
models treated to regular 
oil changes should have 
no turbocharger issues. 
Opt for a non-turbo mod¬ 
el if you’re concerned. 
Finally, front seats, hatch¬ 
back prop struts and 
paint-on-the-roclcer pan¬ 
els just behind the front 
wheels should be scrutin¬ 
ized for signs of wear.

By early 2008, the Ford Mo¬ 
tor Company knew some¬ 
thing had to be done about 
social media. 

I have no idea how many 
options the automaker’s 
brain trust considered. 
Study social media some 
more? Jump in headfirst? 
Hide? Run? Attempt to de¬ 
stroy by clubbing with ana¬ 
log tape recorders? 

But Ford ultimately did 
a very enlightened thing. 
It created a position called 
Global Head of Social Media 
and hired a guy named Scott 
Monty to fill it. 

While Ford did dabble in 
social media marketing, it 
wanted its new hire to fig¬ 
ure out an over arching so¬ 
cial media strategy. Well, he 
and his team have done that 
and more. When it comes to 
using social media, Ford is 
the most progressive auto¬ 
maker out there, with many 
groundbreaking campaigns 
and with dedicated teams 
interacting with people on 
Facebook and Twitter. 

Monty was recently 
named one of Forbes Maga¬ 
zine’s Top Ten Social Media 
Influencers. 

We had a chance last 
week to chew the social 


media fat with Monty dur¬ 
ing his trip to the city to 
speak at an automotive con¬ 
ference. We discussed lots, 
but here are three Ford so¬ 
cial media initiatives and 
why Monty believes they 
were ultimately successful. 

People like us 

For the Fiesta Movement, 
100 Fiesta vehicles were 
loaned out to social-media 
savvy “agents” before the 
vehicle was even officially 
introduced. Their videos and 
blogs and stories went viral. 


“The fundamental lesson 
of Fiesta Movement was let 
go of your fear, turn it over 
to your customers and let 
them tell your story,” said 
Monty. 

Monty added that for 
this to work, Ford needed a 
great product and Fiesta was 
that. But also working in the 
Movement’s favour was how 
people particularly value 
the opinions of people like 
themselves. 

We’ve come to distrust 
big business and govern¬ 
ment in a way we didn’t be¬ 


fore, noted Monty. So we’re 
looking more than ever for 
“third party” validation. We 
can get that from journal¬ 
ists, academics and analysts 
and advocates, etc., but 
“people like us” is the best 
source. 

Turbocharing awareness 

The all-new 2011 Ford Ex¬ 
plorer was not revealed 
at an auto show. It was re¬ 
vealed on Facebook. 

“We always have advertis¬ 
ing that’s running alongside 
PR, that’s running alongside 


social media,” said Monty. 
“But when you get the three 
pointing in the same direc¬ 
tion and all coordinated in 
the timing, then the media 
dollars you spend don’t have 
to work as hard. The level of 
awareness is already up.” 

Puppets and product fea¬ 
tures 

To showcase the all-new 
2012 Ford Focus we were 
introduced to Doug the Or¬ 
ange Puppet Spokesperson 
and his handler, John. In 
their short videos, found 




on YouTube and elsewhere, 
the narrative is more about 
Doug and John not jiving 
with their corporate col¬ 
leagues than a sales pitch. 

“It’s completely un-cor- 
porate,” said Monty. Doug 
the Puppet is known for 
having an eye for the ladies. 
John struggles with keeping 
Doug on his spokesperson 
task. It’s a character-driven 
series that just happens to 
have a Ford Focus as the 
backdrop. 

“We have product place¬ 
ment in our own entertain¬ 
ment series,” said Monty. 

According to Monty, a so¬ 
cial media initiative doesn’t 
necessarily have to be about 
entertainment, but it does 
need to provide something 
of value to a consumer. 

“We already don’t have 
their trust, now we’re 
scrambling for their atten¬ 
tion. How do you get their 
attention? Not by serving 
them another ad.”

Driving Force. Knowing 
how your ABS works 
can save you in an 
emergency

Anti-lock braking system, or 
ABS, are among the most ef¬ 
fective safety features on your 
car. But it’s important to know 
how they work, so you can 
make the most of them when 
they’re needed. 

“The main purpose for ABS 
is to make sure the driver is 
capable of steering the vehicle 
in an emergency braking situa¬ 
tion,” says Sylvain Gilbert, man¬ 
ager of technical services for 
Mercedes-Benz Canada. “If you 
have your foot on the brakes 
hard and the front wheels lock, 
you can do whatever you want 
and the car won’t turn. ABS 
keeps the brakes from lock¬ 
ing.” 

Brakes use heavy metal 
rotors (also called discs) that 
are located behind the wheels 
and turn with them. When you 
press the brake pedal, metal¬ 
lic pads squeeze against the 


rotors, and the resulting fric¬ 
tion stops the car. ABS doesn’t 
activate during regular brak¬ 
ing, because the tires grip the 
pavement and you stay in con¬ 
trol. 

But on a slippeiy surface, 
the car can slide like a tobog¬ 
gan. In the past, when cars 
didn’t have ABS, drivers were 
trained to “pump” the brakes. 
This let the tires turn slightly, 
which gave them a chance to 
reestablish their grip before 
the driver braked again. 

ABS does the same thing, 
but much faster than you pos¬ 
sibly could — as much as sever¬ 
al times a second. You don’t ne¬ 
cessarily stop any faster, and in 
some cases it may even take a 
bit longer to stop, but you’ll be 
able to steer your vehicle. That 
could mean the difference be¬ 
tween going around an object 
or hitting it, or getting around 
a comer instead of sliding into 
the intersection. 

The sensors, computers and 
solenoids that ABS uses are also 
the basis of several other safety 
systems, including electronic 
stability control, which brakes 
specific wheels if your car is 
sliding sideways, and hill hold, 
which keeps them on for a few 
seconds so you don’t roll back 
on an incline while going from 


More on ABS 


• ABS and electronic stabil¬ 
ity control are mandatory 
on all new cars sold in 
Canada, starting with the 
2012 model year. 


• The first all-electronic, 
four-wheel, multi-channel 
ABS system, the basic type 
used today, was invented 
by Bosch and first offered 
as an option on the 1978 
Mercedes-Benz S-Class, 
and shortly afterwards, on 
the BMW 7 Series.

brake to throttle. 

Brake pedals used to vibrate 
harshly when ABS came on, 
but new systems are far quieter. 
“The system is under pressure 
and the pedal would vibrate be¬ 
cause the solenoid was opening 
and closing and pumping that 
pressure,” Gilbert says. You 
may feel the brake pedal sink 
slightly, but don’t take your 
foot off it. Instead, press firmly 
and let the ABS do its job.

If you think a vehicle does bet¬ 
ter when you give the instruc¬ 
tions, then you’re not going to 
like this story. Nope. Not one 
bit. 

However, giving in and let¬ 
ting your car shift itself might 
be easier if you’re told that 
you’ll get better fuel economy 
and better performance, which 
have often been considered dir¬ 
ect opposites. 

It used to be that there 
were two types of transmis¬ 
sions: manual and automatic. 
The reasons for selecting each 
were pretty obvious: the manu¬ 
al gearbox was preferred by 
driving enthusiasts and those 
looking to save money (lower 
purchase price) and fuel, while 
automatics were for those with 
longer commutes and more 
in-town driving, or those who 
simply preferred not to shift 
for themselves. 


In the last decade, however, 
transmissions have become 
rather complicated. Now there 
are a half dozen ways to create 
a transmission that shifts itself, 
and manual transmissions — 
at least in North America — are 
now found only in the dispar¬ 
ate domains of economy cars, 
and, perhaps weirdly, at the 
other end of the gene pool in 
sports cars. 

Automakers are diving 
head-first into a whole raft of 
technologies including multi¬ 
gear automatics, continuously 
variable transmissions (CVTs), 
“clutchless” manual transmis¬ 
sions and more. And increas¬ 
ingly, they all try to do the 
same thing, namely make you 
appear to be a more sporting 
driver, using mostly electronic 
tricks ranging from paddle 
shifters to rev-matched down¬ 
shifts. 

But how can you tell your 
Shiftronic from your Tiptronic, 
and what transmission suits 
you best? 

Starting at its most basic, 
the automatic transmission 
still works the same as the one 
in your grandfather’s Buiclc. 
To make them more efficient, 
traditional automatics are real¬ 
ly piling on the gears. The base 
Ram 1500 pickup uses an eight- 


speed automatic transmission. 
German transmission maker 
ZF claims that such a transmis¬ 
sion can provide up to 15 per 
cent better economy than a 
five-speed automatic. 

The more gears you have, 
the easier it is for the engine 
to stay in the heart of its rev 
range, which means quicker 
acceleration and response to 
your right foot. Adding gears 
raises weight and adds com¬ 
plexity, however, which still 
makes them relatively rare. 


Another self-shifting option 
is known variously as clutch¬ 
less manuals, sequential gear¬ 
boxes or dual-clutch gearboxes. 
The names are a bit deceiving 
because the transmissions in¬ 
deed have clutches, but the 
transmission does all the shift¬ 
ing work for you. Driver input 
and inefficiencies have been 
dialed out of the equation. 

They’re generally designed 
to rephcate the lightning-fast 
shifting of a racing car without 
needing a clutch pedal at all.

The whole transmission is con¬ 
trolled electronically, from the 
clutch slipping perfectly from 
rest, to the gear selection itself. 
Good yes, but it dials out the 
“fun” of rowing through the 
gears and working the clutch 
pedal by yourself. But clutch¬ 
less manuals suffer from one 
key issue. The clutches eventu¬ 
ally need replacing, which is no 
cheap fix. 

Instead of increasing the 
number of gears, other manu¬ 
facturers are reducing them to 
zero. Or more accurately, an in¬ 
finite number of shifts. 

Those who have driven 
snowmobiles or scooters have 
encountered the technology. 
Continually variable transmis¬ 
sions are steadily becoming 
more popular in automobiles. 
Rather than having a set num¬ 
ber of gear ratios, a CVT gener¬ 
ally uses a belt or chain run be¬ 
tween two pulleys to transfer 
power to the wheels. 

The benefits are that the 
two pulleys can change diam¬ 
eter, which allows the engine 
to run in its most effective rev 
range, all the time, meaning 
improved acceleration and fuel 
economy. 

Nissan is the most fervent, 
offering CVTs in nearly eveiy- 
thing in its line-up. Nissan be¬ 
lieves the CVT “has veiy good 


potential as a leading technol¬ 
ogy for raising the fuel effi¬ 
ciency of internal-combustion 
engine systems.” 

You’ll also find CVTs in 
products from Dodge, Jeep, 
Mitsubishi and even Subaru, 
who says its CVT in the cur¬ 
rent Legacy and Outback cuts 
the zero-to-60-m.p.h. (96 km/h) 
time by 25 per cent compared 
to a manual transmission. The 
CVT is standard issue on most 
serious gas-electric hybrids, 
too, such as the Toyota Prius. 

However, making CVTs 
“feel” like regular automatics is 
where the challenge comes in. 
Most times, the engine drones 
loudly because it doesn’t need 
to go up and down the rev 
range, and acceleration can 
feel sluggish. 

Ultimately, the type of 
transmission you prefer has 
less to do with design and 
eveiything to do with program¬ 
ming. Why? 

Virtually eveiy vehicle sold 
today uses electronic throttle 
controls and engine manage¬ 
ment, which means a car’s be¬ 
haviours are sorted on a com¬ 
puter before being tried out on 
a real product. 

That’s why some CVTs are 
excellent to drive, while other 
automatics are simply painful. 

All praise the programmer.
